ALBANY — The Albany 
City Council has tentatively 
passed a trespass ordinance 
aimed at removing unde- 
sirable visitors on Albany 
school property after a first 
reading, and has slated it for 


-a second reading at the Oct. 


25 session. 

At present, Albany au- 
thorities must wait until 
non-students on school 
property commit an overt 
act, either disruptive or un- 
lawful, before removing 
them. 

The new law would estab- 
lish a trespass ordinance 
under which they could be 
controlled before disruption 
actually started. 

In other action the couneil 
opened public hearings on a 
controversial sign ordi- 
nance. Both chamber of 
commerce and community 
leaders spoke on the prop- 
osed action.

Expense accounts dominate 
race for local BART seat 


OAKLAND — Grand Jury 
investigations of high. ex- 
pense accounts rather than 
the performance of BART 
dominate the race to repre- 
sent the local area on the 
BART board. 

Former Albany mayor 
and councilman and incum- 
bent Richard O. Clark’s 
handling of thousands of dol- 
lars in expense money and 


his efforts to give friends $582 


heh paying jobs on the 
BART system have so far 
dominated the campaign 
which has placed Clark on 
the defensive from eight 
challengers. 3 

Clark gained a reputation 
for making very extensive 
use of expense accounts 
when he was mayor of Al- 
bany, but his use of public 
funds did not gain wide at- 
tention until 1975, when he 
and fellow BART Director 
Elmer Cooper touched off 
two Grand Jury investiga- 
tions with their spendin 
habits. 


The Alameda Grand Jury 
report, which studied the 
first nine months of last 
year, showed Cooper with 
expenses of $19,713 and 
Clark with $9,310. The next 
highest was Director Har- 
vey Glasser, with $2,150 in 
expenses billed to the dis- 
trict. The lowest figure was 
from Robert Allen, who only 
submitted bills totaling 


Clark has further angered 
some of his fellow directors, 
as well as segments of the 
public, with actions that 
were considered highly 
litical on the non-partisan 
d,.such as his attempt 
to create a full-time job at 
the district for his top politi- 
cal aide. He attempted to 
get another friend the job of 
ART general manager. 
But these activities seem 
minor when compared to 
the use of expense accounts 
by Clark and Cooper, whose 
combined spending was 
several times greater than 


the combined efforts of the | 


seven other board mem-. 
bers. 


While Clark was a distant 
second to Cooper, the report 
singled him out as board

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Diverters blamed for 
Albany traffic woes

ALBANY — Berkeley’s 
controversial traffic diver- 
ter system is responsible for 
many of Albany’s current 
traffic problems, according 
to Vice Mayor Pat Griffin. 

This includes the in- 
creased number of speeders 
and heavier traffic volume 
on Marin Avenue, Griffin 
said. 

His reasoning is that driv- 
ers are frustrated by Ber- 
keley diverters which dis- 
courage east-west move- 
ment on streets common to 
both cities. As a result, they 
use Albany’s Marin Avenue 
as the quickest way from the 
Berkeley hills to the free- 
way, Griffin said. 

he city council has been 
besieged by complaints 
from Marin Avenue resi- 
dents who object to fast- 
moving cars, alsonew park- 
ing problems. 


The council recently 
voted to authorize the city’s 
Traffic and Safety Commis- 
sion to conduct a ‘‘master 

lan’’ study of all local traf- 

ic, including a peek into the 
future. It was indicated that 
a consultant might be hired 
to assist. 


At the same time, all 
council members objected 
to any implication that they 
are interested in installing 
diverters in Albany. 


Griffin said, “I have not 


thong much about them as | 


an Albany-solution. I have 
reached no conclusions 
about their effectiveness.” 
Mayor Joyce Jackson: ‘‘I 
do not contemplate any- 
thing so extreme as bar- 
riers.” 
Councilman Mike 
Gleason: ‘I have no feeling 
about barriers one way or 
the other, but in Albany I 
would consider them out of 
the realm of possibility.” 


ell: ‘‘The diverters in Ber- 
keley are a mess.

approve expenses was ‘‘the 
first problem that became 
immediately evident to the 
Grand Jury.’’ Cooper, as 
vice president, was also al- 
lowed to ‘approve many ot 
his own expenditures when 
Clark was away. — 

This system, according to 
the report, required ‘‘abso- 
lutely no checks or balances 
or certifications,’ but only 
that the member involved 
sada be apaes were ‘“‘a 
proper expense.”’ 
Under this system Clark 
and Cooper enjoyed fash- 
ionable restaurants, expen- 
sive hotels, extensive travel 
and charged myriad busi- 
ness expenses that could 
have been handled through 
the district offices. 

In addition to what the re- 
port described as ‘‘normal 
expenses’’ for a director, 
Clark also billed the district 
for expenses he estimated to 


- have been incurred from the 


Grubb and Ellis Realty 
Company, with whom he 
now serves as a consultant. 
These included use of tele- 
phone, postage, PBX, re-. 
ception, secretarial and of- 
fice space. 

He also had a telephone 
answering device installed 
on his home telephone and 
charged BART for the ser- 
vice. ‘ 

He also submitted claims 
to pay various individuals 
for clerical and research 
work. He also hired a part- 
time secretary. All other 
BART directors use the sec- 
retarial and telephone ser- 
vices of BART. 

’ When questioned by the 
Grand Jury about the lax 
requirements for Bb les 
expenditures, Clark defin 
“necessary BART ex- 
penses”’ as, according to the 
report, _ eae that 
might in some way help to 
educate the board member 
to the complexity of the 
BART system.” 

~ This included trips around 
the country for directors 
and in the case of Cooper, to 
Europe to look at other 
rapid transit systems and to 
attend transit conferences. 
It also included, in the case 
of Cooper, many meals and 
activities for which he could 
not provide details such as 
the person taken to dinner 
and the business discussed. 

The report also indicated 
the issue of expenses in the 
financially-troubled district 
actually came up before 
Clark and Cooper did most 
of their spending. This 
warning came in the form of 
a management audit from 
the state Senate committee 
on Public Utilities and Cor- 
poration, which noted: 

“Several general obser- 
vations are pertinent to this 
area. First,-we realize that 
the dollars involved are 
small in relation to BART’s 
total budget. But we feel 
that the principle of prop- 
erly and clearly reporting 
expenses is Vital at all levels 
of an organization, espe- 

cially one in which visibility 
is high and funding is tight. 

“Second, in the past it ap- 

ared to be common prac- 
ice to send several BART 
staff representatives to in- 
dustry conventions. At a 
time of fiscal austerity and 
the need for na sub- 
sidies, this policy, if it con- 
tinues, should be ques- 
tioned. 

“Third, not all expense 
forms received the care in 
preparation which the con- 
sultants feel is deserved.

Utility District (EBMUD) 
sees no serious water crisis 
on the horizon, another dry 
winter could lead to man- 
datory water conservation 
measures by its customers.

City hits $11 million 
in 2nd quarter sales 


“SACRAMENTO — Taxa- 
ble sales in. Albany 
amounted to $11,185,000 in 
the second quarter this 
year, according to William 
Bennett, chairman of the 
State Board of Equalization. 

Of the total $7,723,000 
came from retail sales. 

In nearby cities Berkeley. 
recorded $81,946,000 in tax- 
able sales of which 
$8,177,000 came from retail 
sales; Emeryville had 


, $21,572,000 in total sales, 


$5,509,000, and El Cerrito 
$22,219,000 total sales, 


$21,235,000 retail. 

Statewide taxable sales 
totaled $20.7 billion in the 
second quarter, 13.9 percent 
greater than the second 
quarter of 1975. 

In the San Francisco Bay 
Area sales growth was 12.5 
percent. 

Bennett said the inflation 
rate declined for the fifth 
consecutive quarter with 
prices averaging six per- 
cent more than the same 
period last year. In dollars 
of constant value, taxable 
sales advanced 7.6 percent. 


For the third consecutive 
quarter, Bennett reported, 
sellers of durable goods out- 
sold the nondurables. 
Transportation and build- 
ing gained. 

New car dealers were up 
25.2 percent over last year, 
accounting for one- tenth of 
all taxable sales. During the 
quarter, 300,774 new cars 
and trucks were registered, 
an increase of 22.5 percent. 

Mobile homes and trailer 
dealers posted the largest 
gain for any type of retailer 
with 36,9 percent. The build- 
ing material group ad- 
vanced by 24.7 percent.
